Tlio 
sharp  turn  of  tho  steering  wheel  to 
bring  tho  car  back  on  tho  wot  paving 
whipped  it  around  and  caused  it  to  land 
in  tho  ditch  on  the  east  side  of  the 
road. 

Mr.  Lamkin  and  Bagley  walked  to 
Alaryville  and  had  a  garage  tow  the 
Lnmkin  car  to  town.  Air.  Lamkin  was 
then  taken  to  the  St.  Francis  Hospital 
where  he  underwent  an  X-ray  examin¬ 
ation  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  his  in¬ 
juries.

Boosting  College  Tuition  Further. 

The  idea  that  after'  buildings  and 
other  accomodations  have  been  provid¬ 
ed,  students  should  pay  the  entire  cost, 
of  higher  education,  persists  in  univer¬ 
sity  circles,  despite  vigorous  attacks. 

The  idea,  of  course,  is  at  variance 
with  theories  more  or  less  prevalence 
since  medieval  times  and  at  irrecon¬ 
cilable  variance  with  the  theory  on 
which  the  state  universities  come  into 
being,  but  that  alono  is  no  reason  for 
rejecting  it.  i  How  much  it  varies  from 
the  ideas  that  control  in  secondary 
education  may,  however,  be  pointed  out. 
Academies  were  once  on  about  the  same 
basis  as  many  colleges  and  universities 
are  now.  That  is,  a  part  of  the  cost 
had  to  be  defrayed  from  the  resources 
of  the  student  or  his  family  with  the 
remainder  met  by  endowments,  and  in 
•some  academics  tho  entire  cost,  as  is 
now  suggested  in  the  case  of  university 
education. 

Gradually,  however,  costs  wore  re- 

. mitted  until  freo  academic  training  is 

now  not  "only  the  rule  with  a  compara¬ 
tively  few  private  schools  as  the  only 
exceptions,  but  education  is  compulsory 
during  tho  usual  ages  of  academic 
schooling  and  toxt-books  are  in  most 
cases  supplied  free.  With  secondary 
education  free  and  tho  world  clamoring 
for  an  even  more  specialized  training 
than  secondary  education  affords,  why 
should  not  the  aim  he  to  make  higher 
education  just  as  free,  instead  of  mak¬ 
ing  it  more  costly  to  the  student? 

Dr.  Trevor  Arnett,  trustee  of  Chicago 
University  and  formorly  its  financial 
manager,  is  one  of  tlio  latest  to  urge 
publicily  that  tho  costs,  or  at  least 
greater  costs  than  are  now  customary, 
should  bo  placed  on  student  bodies.  His 
argument  that  most  students  are  pre¬ 
paring  for  some  remunerative  employ¬ 
ment,  instead  of  aiming  at  public  ser¬ 
vice  or  cultural  benefits,  might  apply 
ia  some  degree  to  professional  schools, 
but  even  there  quality  of  student  op¬ 
portunity  and  of  student  status  is  m- 
•portant  and  his  proposed  system  of 
student,  loans  and  scholarships  for  those 
of  meager .  means  would  contribute  to 
neither,  but  rather  to  inequality  in 
both.  .  His  own  survey  of  200  institu- 
'  tions,  showing  that  tuition  had  increas¬ 
ed  77.3  per  cent  since  1920,  indicates  n 
need  for  such  dispositions  by  the  bene¬ 
volent  as  may  reduce,  rather  than  in¬ 
crease,  student  fees. 

At  Bennington,  Vt.,  a  woman’s  col¬ 
lege  is  planned  with  student  fees  placed 
at  such  a  figure  as  will  moot  all  cur¬ 
rent  expenses.  A  fund  of  $4,000,000  is 
called  for,  but  it  is  to  bo  devoted  to 
plant  and  grounds  and  such  initial  pro¬ 
vision  ns  is  possible  for  loan  funds  and 
scholarships.  It  is  said, to  bo  tlio  first 
institution  whose  finances  nro  placed  on 
such  a  basis,  but  as  it  will  not  bo  in 
readiness  before  1930,  several  years 
must  elapse  before  trustworthy  results 
can  bo  oxpectod. — St.  Louis  Post-Dis¬ 
patch,

The  college  mny  ho  considered  as  a 
laboratory  in  which  n  student  is  tested 
and  in  which  lie  mny  test  himself.  Tlio 
purposo  of  tho  test  is  tlio  determining 
of  his  rating  ns  compared  with  thnt  of 
his  associates,  nnd  its  application  is 
porhaps  broader  than  mny  be  at  first 
apparent. 

First  there  are  physical  comparisons. 
Men  mny  bo  strong,  .virile  nnd  manly, 
or  weak,  puny  and  effeminate.  Tliose 
differences  have  somo  bearing  on  tho 
future  of  tlio  individual,  and  a  collogo 
systom  including  physical  examination 
nnd  physical  education  can  do  much  to 
remedy  defects.  A  good  system  of  phy¬ 
sical  education  will  improve  greatly  tlio 
goneral  physical  condition  of  the  aver- 
ago  individual.  Any  individual  can,  if 
he  will,  keep  himself  fit,  add  to  the 
years  of  his  life,  and  improve  his  dis¬ 
position  by  properly  regulated  exercise. 
He  has  an  opportunity  then  to  improve 
his  hysical  standards.  ' 

The  intellectual  development  natur¬ 
ally  is  stressed  heavily  in  college  life 
and  properly  so  since  knowledge  power 
and  power  is  a  sense  that  physical 
strength  cannot  replace.  Any  subject 
taught  represents  an  accumulation  of 
the  best  thoughts  of  tho  best  thinkers 
in  that  line  for  a  period  of  some  hun¬ 
dred  years.  Each  one  holds  enough  to 
demand  all  of  a  man’s  time  for  all  of 
his  life  without  exhausting  that  one 
life.  If  our  college  graduate  is  to  bo 
a  thinker  , lie  needs  a  variety  of  facts, 
conclusions,  and  laws  as  a  base  of  his 
thinking.  In  addition,  he  lias  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  find  a  lino  of  thought  that 
interests  and  inspires  him.  If  such  a 
field  is  found,  it  mny  well  prove  to  bo 
his  life  work,  or  if  not  that  a  strong 
permanent  secondary  interest.  ■  There 
is  an  additional  value  in  study,  in 
doing  one’s  work  nnd  mastering  tho 
subject.  Tho  world  can  always  use  that 
typo  and  the  student  who  does  not  do 
this  in  his  .college  work  is  practicing  a 
habit  of  inefficiency  that  ho  must  later 
throw  off  or  fail. 

One  can  also  test  one’s  social  capa¬ 
bilities.  Life  must  be  lived  with  peo¬ 
ple  and  the  college  offers  many  of  the 
same  typo  that  life  does,  demands  many 
of  life’s  adjustments.  To  maintain  one’s 
own  standards,  to  accomplish  one ’s 
aims,  to  succ'eed  in  college,  mean  a  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  effort,  the  interest, 
tho  perseverance  and  the  personality 
which  lend  to  success  in  life.  Surely 
it  is  of  value  to  compare  one’s  self 
socially  with  one’s  neighbor  and  to 
know  definitely  how-  and  why  results 
arc  obtained. 

There  is  an  ability  to  test  one’s 
moral  fibre.  College  life  is  not  free 
from  temptation,  it  is  not  free  from 
bad  influences.  There  is  tlio  opportun¬ 
ity  to  develop  tho  sturdy  integrity  nnd 
the  rugged  honesty  that  characterizes 
big  men.  There  is  over  and  over  again 
the  opportunity  to  say  “No”  definite¬ 
ly  and  conclusively  and  just  as  often 
perhaps  there  is  the  pressing  need  of 
its  being  said,  both  for  one’s  own  sake 
and  for  that  of  tho  second  party. 

There  is  an  opportunity  to  study  life 
and  existence  in  relation  to  oursolvcs. 
Why  nro  wo  here?  Where  did  man  como 
from,  and  where  does  lie  go  from  hero? 
Is  life  worth  while?  Philosophy  and 
religion  give  us  satisfactory  answers 
to  those  questions  as  it  is  possible  for 
us  to  get. 

■  All  of  theso  values  are  present  in 
tho  curriculum  of  an  ordinary  collego. 
All  have  a  valuo  to  tho  student,  and 
his  reaction .  to  thorn  will  in  a  largo 
measure  determine  what  lie  will  bo  ten 
wonty,  or  thirty  years  from  now’. 

Physical  fitness  adds  yoai'B  and  whole¬ 
someness  to  a  man’s  lifo,  knowledge  is 
power  mighty  enough  to  luivo  evolved 
our  present  civilization,  Social  rela¬ 
tions  can  not  bo  avoided,  moral  ques¬ 
tions  must  bo  answered  by  an  indiv¬ 
idual  for  himself.  Religion  and  phil¬ 
osophy  afford  tho  only  answers  for 
tho  “why”  of  existence. 

Tlio  important  question,  of  courso  is, 
“What  are  you,  as  a  student,  doing 
about  it”?  Aro  you  playing,  and  do  you 
intoiid  to  play  through  lifo  ns  long  us 
Father  and  Mother  can  or  will  permit 
it?  Do  you  want  to  do  Bomothing  worth 
while  with  your  lifo  nnd  nro  you  get¬ 
ting  ready  to  do  it?  Aro  you  a  small 
boy  looking  for  Allndin’s  lump  which 
will  bring  you  what  you  want  without 
any  great  effort  on  your  part,  or  nro 
you  mature  enough  to  roulizo  that  what 
you  get  out  of  collogo  depends  entirely 
an  what  you  put  into  it?  Tho  value  is 
there.  It  is  only-  for  you  to  wunt  it 
and  get  it. 

There  are  two  requirements  for  a 
lmppy,  useful  life.  Tho  first  require¬ 
ment  is  having  something  worthwhile 
to  do;  the  second  consists  iu  enjoying 
tho  doing  of  thut  thing.  A  courso  iu 
college  opens  up  to  tho  student  many 
fiolds  of  useful  work  uud  it  gives  him 
an  opportunity  to  find  a  kind  of  work 
which  h«  will  enjoy  {loing.  Nothing  else 
does  this  with  the'  completeness  and 
tlio  thoroughness  thut  u  course  in  col¬ 
lege  docs,  ami  .  there  in  lica  its  value
